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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art does not disclose an exhaust system for an engine of a small watercraft 
including a water muffler and wherein the exhaust pipe is connected to the water muffler and 
extends in a generally U-shaped configuration and wherein exhaust and cooling water in the 
muffler are discharged to the outside through the U-shaped exhaust pipe and wherein spiral 
baffle plates are provided on the inner face of the U-shaped exhaust pipe, generally as claimed.
